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The full Board of Railway Commissioners on Tuesday 
refused to grant the appeal entered against the McKeown. 
Oliver freight rates Order, which was applied for by the 
Montreal Board of Trade. The Commissioners divided evenly, 
three for granting the appeal and three for refusing. Tho 
Order therefore stands, as a majority vote is required to 
revoke an order of the Commission, 

The mandatory section of the McKeown-Oliver Order, 
which was issued on September 2nd last, fellows :— 

“It is ordered that the Canadian Pacific and the 
Canadian National Railway Companies file tariffs, ef- 
fective not later than the 15th day of September, 1925, 
reducing the rates on grain and flour to Pacific ports 
within Canada, for export, to the same rates, proportion- 
ed to distince, as such grain and flour would carry if 
moving eastward for export.’’ 

That is to say: The rate, per ton, per mile, charged for 
hauling grain and flour to Pacific ports was to be the same as 
the rate, per ton, per mile, charged for hauling grain and 
flour to Ft. William. The rates in respect to these commodities 
were ordered to be absolutely equalized, distance considered, 
by the reduction of westbound rates to a par with eastbound 
rates, 

That Order has never been fully complied with. But the 
railways did, subsequent to it being issued, and perhaps in 
response to it, reduce westbound rates to a substantial, though 
insufficient, degree. 

From Edmonton to Vancouver previous to the passing of 
this Order the rate on wheat was 13.5 cents per bushel. The 
rate now is 12.6 cents a bushel. It ought to be lower than 
that. But taking the reduction already made, the saving to 
the Alberta farmers is tremendous. 

This reduction from the former to the present rate 
amounts to nine-tenths of a cent a bushel. On a million bushels 
the saving is $9,000. On one hundred million bushels the sav- 
ing will amount to $900,000, That is, even if the present high 
rates should be maintained in disregard of the Order cf the 
Commission. 

It is to be supposed, now the Order has behind it the 
authority of the full Board of the Railway Commissioners, 
that the railways will make compliance with the terms of the 
Order and cut down the westbound rates to a parity with the 
eastbound, distance taken into account. 

If the railways do that the rate on wheat from Edmonton 
to Vanconver for export will be 10.2 cents a bushel over the 
C.P.R. lines and 9.7 cents a bushel over the National lines, Or 
if the higher of these rates—10.2 cents—is made applicable to 
both roads, which is more likely, the saving to the Alberta 
grower will be 3.3 cents a bushel, compared to the rate of 
13.5 cents a bushel charged befcre the McKeown-Oliver Order 
was issued, 

A saving of 3.3 cents a bushel means a saving of $3,300,000 
on a shipment of 100,000,000 bushels. That is what the 
McKeown-Oliver Order. ought to mean to the farmers of 
Alberta, on the export of their wheat crop only, for the year 
1925. And that is what it will mean if the railways are com- 
pelled to put that Order into effect to the full. 

The rate on wheat from Edmonton to Ft, William is 26 
cents a 100 lbs., or 15.6 cents a bushel. The rate from Edmonton 
to Vancouver under this Order of the Railway Commission 
cannot be more than 10.2 cents a bushel. The difference is 5.4 
cents a bushel in favor of the westward route. 

On an export crop of 100,000,000 bushels that spread in 
freight rates works out to a difference of $5,400,000, On every 
carload marketed it amounts to $54. 

If Ft. William has not seen the last car load of Alberta 
wheat that will go via the eastward route that will have to be 
because the Pacific terminals cannot handle the traffic or 
because the Alberta farmer does not really sense the differ- 
ence it makes to his pecket whether he ships his wheat east- 
ward or westward 

In freight charges alone, the difference in marketing last 
year's crop of wheat through Vancouver under the McKeown. 
Oliver Order instead of marketing it via Ft. William, is equiva 
lent to an increased yield of one bushel on every acre of 
Alberta land that was sown to w vheat last spring
